Laws of 1957, and at your request, the records of the Town of 
Whitefield have been audited for the fiscal year ended February 
1g2b95 i: 


As required by Chapter 311, Public Laws of 1957, one copy : 
of this report has been forwarded to the State Department of 
Audit. 


The examination was made in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting as pertains to a limited general audit. Audit analysis 
was on a basis consistent with the preceding year and included 
all procedures considered necessary. Insofar as could be as- 
certained within the scope of the examination, the financial 
transactions of the ‘Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as are noted in the accompanying 
comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the 
results of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are be- 
lieved worthy of consideration.

COMMENTS 


TOWN OF WHITEFIELD 
February 2, 1956 to February 1, 1957 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Whitefield 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 
1957. The audit included an examination of the financial 
records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, 
and Town Treasurer, and the appropriation records furnished 
by certificate by the Town Clerk. 


_ The Statement of Departmental Operations (Exhibit D) 
showed that expenditures exceeded available funds by $1,255.84. 
Overdrafts totaling $3,585.88 were noted in various operating 
accounts, the most severe being found in snow removal, State 
aid road construction, and in shingling the Town House. Over- 
drafts and unexpended balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $3,585.88 

Unexpended Balances 2,330.04 

Net Overdrafts $1,255.84 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Town officers appear to lack authority to expend greater 
sums than those authorized by the townspeople, except that 
highway appropriations may be exceeded by fifteen per cent in 
event of emergencies. Special town meetings should be called 
for authority to expend additional monies when overdrafts ap- 


pear inevitable. 

A complete general ledger should be maintained by the Select- 
men to reflect the status of all accounts. Compliance with this 
statutory requirement would enable the Selectmen to be better 
informed regarding the Town’s financial status and would ex- 
pedite auditing procedures. 


It is again suggested that all outstanding tax liens, as well 
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as taxes, be included in the Annual ‘Town Report. 


A study should be undertaken of trust funds to determine the 
amount of unexpended income. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $9,684.18 was reconciled with a bank 
statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Co., Gardiner, 
Maine (Schedule A-1). 


Other assets were reviewed and compared with balances 
shown on the Selectmen’s records. Payments received subse- 
quent to the close of the municipal year were reviewed and 
letters of verification were utilized on a sample basis to verify 
a percentage of items listed as outstanding at the closing date. 


A detailed review of tax liens revealed that mature liens total- _ 
ing $1,068.04 carried forward each year in the reports of audit 
were uncollectible, and these were charged off against the sur- 
plus account. Many of these liens were based on erroneous as- 
sessments, while others were settled by sale of tax acquired 
property. Failure of the town officers to maintain a complete 
general ledger accounts for the erroneous retention of these liens 
in the audit report. 


LIABILITIES 
The Town’s only liability of record at the audit date was the 
amount of $228.00 due the Director of Internal Revenue, rep- 
resenting Federal income taxes deducted from the Poe of Town 
employees in January, 1957. | 


RESERVES anno SURPLUS 
The examination of the operating accounts showed a total of 
$1,049.71 carried forward to ‘the ensuing year, representing 
school department balances carried forward in compliance with 
statutory requirements. 


Excise tax receipts for the municipal year totaled $4,621.69, 
and are reflected in the balance sheet as a reserve to be avail- 
able in 1957 to defray operating expenses, as voted by the

townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the year end 
amounted to $10,292.51, a decrease of $2,443.75 as compared 
with the preceding year. This decrease was occasioned princi- 
pally by the excess of expenditures over available funds of 
$1,255.84 and the adjustment of the tax acquired property ac- 
count in the amount of $1,068.04 (Exhibit C). 


TRUST anp RESERVE FUNDS 
Funds held in trust by the Town totaled $7,661.70 at the 
year end, an increase of $12.62 over the previous year. Income 
of $225.62 was earned by the time deposits while expenditures 
from the various funds totaled $213.00. Principals and income 
were represented by time deposits (Schedule A-8). 


The consolidated school fund totaled $13,950.04 at the year 
end, an increase of $3,317.30 over the previous year’s balance. 
This increase was accounted for by an appropriation approved 
at the Annual Town Meeting of $3,000.00, while $317.30 was 
earned by the time deposit (Schedule A-9). 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 

porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 1, 1957, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended. |

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 1957-58 


For many years towns have tried, individually, with varying 
degrees of success to solve their educational problems more 
efficiently. The degree of success that has been attained de- 
pends largely on the desires of the citizens that make up the 
community. The Sinclair Bill enacted by the 1957 Maine State 
Legislature, promises financial help to towns that desire to com- 
bine efforts for a better educational system. The most efficient 
school program, with the greatest educational opportunities, 
must be larger than most individual towns can provide. It is 
with this idea in view that the new bill has been enacted. The 
new law places Whitefield in class 6 with a State General Pur- 
pose Aid of $21,745.00 as shown in the financial report. 


The grade school enrollment this year is a little larger, with 
a total of 152 in all. Coopers Mills Primary has an enrollment 
of 21, Coopers Mills Grammar 21, Kings Mills Primary 23, 
Kings Mills Grammar 31, North Whitefield 26, and Church 
School 30. We have 17 pupils registered in grade 8 who will 
probably enter high school next September. 


The Town has paid high school tuition since September 3 
on 73 pupils enrolled in the following schools: Cony 31, Erskine 
19, Gardiner High 14, and Wiscasset High 9. The legal high 
school tuition rate of these schools is for Cony $303.85, Erskine 
$280.66, Gardiner $237.13, and Wiscasset $325.00. The State 
Average High School Tuition has increased this year to $313.72 
and for secondary schools offering three or more courses of 
study, of which two are occupational, the charge per Pee may 


go to $360.78. 


In earlier days moral and religious training were adequately 
handled by the church and the home. People led a more simple 
life, producing most of the food and clothing on the farm and 
in the home. The long hours of labor which was needed to 
provide the family with the necessary commodities of life left 
the young people little time for leisure. However, todays society 
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is much more complex. Increased production on the farm re- 
sulting from labor saving machines has given more leisure time 
for all. The closely knitted family life has in most instances dis- 
appeared and with it has gone the moral and religious training 
that young people should have in their daily living. The break- 
down in the family circle and the increase in leisure time have 
added many social problems to the life of every boy and girl. 
This truly reflects in the schools by the refusal of the pupil to 
accept instruction and execute assignments. It should be clear 
that the home, father and mother and the community have a 
real responsibility if their child is to be educated properly. More 
and more the public schools have begun to assume the role for 
teaching proper social adjustment, worthy home membership 
and wise use of leisure time. However, the home must play a 
larger part in this type of education if it is to become truly 
effective. 


In closing I wish to mention the kind and courteous treat- 
ment always given to the schools by the citizens of Whitefield. 
They have been interested in schools, reasonable in their de- 
mands and ready to support school activities in every way 
possible.

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HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT FOR 1957 


The year 1957 to 1958 brought few cases of serious illness to 
the school population. No cases of Asian Flu were reported 
to us, so perhaps Whitefield escaped an epidemic. 


February 12 and March 23, 1957, Dr. Lester Gross conducted 
two Polio Clinics. Eighty school and pre-school children re- 
ceived first and second immunizations of the Salk Polio Vac- 
cine. 


November 25, Dr. Richard Fallon conducted health examina- 
tions of school children in grades two, five, and eight. Because 
of the change in the Christmas vacation, the second examina- 
tion was changed from December 20 to January 6, 1958. Polio 
and booster shots of tetanus and toxoid were given at both 
clinics. 


Children in need of a physicians care were referred to the 
family physician by Dr. Fallon. 


Nearly two hundred pre-school and school children have had 
two polio immunizations, some have had three. ‘The full series 


should be completed before long. 


Charles Cunningham of Windsor, was appointed plumbing: 
inspector for Whitefield in December.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR ‘THE TOWN OF WHITEFIELD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1957 


“The enjoyment of the highest attainable standard of health 
is one of the fundamental rights of every human being without 
distinction of rase, religion, political belief, economic or social 
condition . . . The health of all peoples is fundamental to the 
attainment of peace and security and is dependent upon the 
fullest cooperation of individuals and States” — from the 
Constitution of the World Health Organization. 


Whitefield can well be proud of the Community Health Pro- 
gram provided for its citizens: — 


Three immunization clinics were held during the year. A 
total of 234 visits were made to these clinics for the protection 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox and 
polio. A final clinic is planned for January 1958 when the rest 
of the children will be able to complete the series of shots. Polio 
clinics are now being integrated with regular immunization 
clinics. 


A recent issue of the magazine Today’s Health reports that 
“cases of paralytic polio have been cut 80 per cent in the United 
States over the last two years.” This should be most rewarding 
to all those who have given so generously of their time that our 
young people might be protected against this dread disease. 


This fall, thirty-one children in the second, fifth and eighth 
grades received health examinations. Follow-up work was done 
when indicated. Coopers Mills children will receive their ex- 
aminations January 6, 1958. 


Child health Conferences for infants and pre-school children 
can be a part of your health program. Through this service 
health examinations and protection against communicable dis- 
seases would be available to those not under medical super- 
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vision. Physical examinations would reveal any defects early 
and there would be ample time to seek medical treatment and 
correction before the child enters school. Authorities recom- 
mend that immunizations begin early in life, preferably under 
one year of age. Anyone interested should contact their local 
health officer or Public Health Nurse. 


Your Public Health Nurse through home and school visits 
has consulted with parents and teachers in order to help meet 
the needs of the individual child. Whenever possible, assistance 
has been given in solving family health problems. 


It has been a pleasure working with the health committee and 
community leaders in the health program. Good teamwork 
between the home, community groups and health workers points 


the way toward an even better Community Health Program in 


1958.

To Linwood Jones, a constable in the County of Lincoln and 
the State of Maine: 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to warn the inhabitants of the Town of Whitefield, qualified by 
law to vote in the Town Affairs, to meet at the Town House 
in said town on the first day of March, A.D. 1958, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon.
